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Sectiox 6. Subsections 1 and 6 of section 1410i of the stat-
utes are amended to read: (Section 1410i).

1915,
CHAPTER 437.

AN ACT to repeal subsection 6 of scetion 1809 of the statutes
aud to create a new subsection of the statutes to be numbered
subsection 6 of section 1809, relating to actions against rail-
rodd companies, for personal injuries.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

Secrion 1. Subsection 6 of section 1809 of the statutes ig
hereby repealed.

Secriox 2. There is added to section 1809 of the statutes a
new subsection to be numbered and to read: (Section 1X09.)
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6. In any action brought by any person or his legal representa-
tives against a railroad company or corporation operating a
railroad in this state, to recover for personal injuries or death, if
it appear that the injury or death in question was caused by
the negligent omission of a railroad company or any such cor-
poration to comply with the requirements of section 1809, the
fact that the person injured or killed was guilty of slight want
of ordinary care contributing to the injury or death shall not
bar a recovery. The burden of proof that the person so injured
or killed was guilty of more than a slight want of ordinary care
contributing to the injury or death shall be upon the railroad
company or corporation operating such railroad.
